In speaking to a. reporter Monday 


a mpmber of the vestry of St. John's 
church said that many persons who 
were not fully informed of the cir- 
cumstances had severely crltislzed the 
cumstances had severely criticized the 
played a part in the recent sad sui- 
cide of Rev. D. C. Peabody. The state- 
ment has even been made by a mem- 
ber of the church that the vestry had 
paid him only $900 during the year he 
was in charge. 
The gentleman said 


that the vestry did not feel called upon 
to deny a vague inmnr but that he 
felt personally that a few facts ought 
to be published. 


Mr. Peabofly accepted the call to thl« 


parish on a salary of $1500 per year, 
but hart supposed that that sum was 
besides a house. 
He found that he 


coulrl not get suitable quarters 
for 


less than about $3SO and the vestry 
added $300 a year to his salary to 
cover that item. 
He was paid $150 


per month for nine months, including 
the month of March, 1902, and $100 
per month for the three Hucceecling j 
months up to the time of his resig- 
nation which took effect July 1. With 
the letter of sympathy which was sent 
by the vestry with their acceptance of 
his resignation was inclosed a check 
for $400 including $100 salary for the 
month of June and $300 presented by 
the vestry to enable Mr. Peabody to 
take the vacation demanded by his 
health without being obliged to worry 
over financial matters. 


The vestryman submitted the fol- 


lowing letter which was received by 
B. P. "Bishop, rector's warden of St. 
John's church, on Wednesday, July 2. 
To The Wardens and Vestrymen of St. 


John's Church.— 
Gentlemen, Your acceptance of my 


resignation; and resolutions of kind- 
ly sympathy—ulso—the (Sum of $300 in 
addition to s.iUry paid to date; July 
1st.: has just been handed me, by Mr. 
H. L. Oldrwm. Thanking you for the 
same; oncl with the offer to perform 
any service for the Parish that I am 
able while I remain in the city—and 
with kindliest feelings towards all, I 
am faithfully Yours. 


D. C. Peabody. 


As shown by the 
figures 
quoted 


above Mr. Peabody received from the 
vestry prior to July 2, the sum of $1D50 
which was $150 In excess of the full 
salary promised him. In addition the 
vestry of course provided for the ex- 
penses of the family on the trip to 
Connecticut and arranged for Mr. De- 
Rosset to accompany them. 


In regard to the reduction of the 


salary the vestry had a meeting ear- 
ly in March at which the financial 
condition of the parish was canvassed 
and it was found that the payment 
of $150 per month salary could not 
be continued. Mr. Peabody was pres- 
ent during the first part of the meet- 
ing and left before It was finished in 
order to give the vestry an opportunity 
to* discuss the matter and arrive at a 
decision. Later when 
a 
committee 


submitted to him the fact that the 
vestry could not raise the sum of $150 
per month and proposed to pay him 
$100 
per month until the church could 


raise more. He accepted their propo- 
sition, although he said that he re- 
gretted the necessity and would be 
sorely hampered by a 
reduction of 


one-third in his salary. The vestry 
proposed to raise his salary whenev- 
er It should be possible and assured 
Mr. Peabofly that they should consider 
him free to accept any 
call 
which 


might come to him which would offer 
him more advantages than his charge 
here.

Makes An Ineffeotual Attempt to Sue

July 9 — George Fisher, 


Chicago, July 9.—The strike of the 


freight handlers is virtually settled. 
Meetings of the strikers will be held 
tomorrow to ratify the action taken to- 
night by President Curran of the order, 
but, 
as he stated tonight after a con- 


ference with the general managers of 
the railroads, that, he had Agreed to 
their terms because a majority of his 
men were "going back" on him and 
there is little doubt the terms will be 
accepted by the mass meeting1 of strik- 
ers tomorrow. 


By the terms of the settlement the 


strikers accept the schedule of wagesi 
offered by the railroads on July 1. This 
schedule was emphatically refused by 
the strikers at the time it was made. 
!t oifered an average increase of twen- 
ty per cent for all classes of labor con- 
nected with the freight handlers' union. 
The demands of the men would make 
hn average increase of about thirty 
per cent. The railroads at the time 
of offering the increase July 1 said 
:hat under no 
circumstances would 


they recognize the union freight hand- 
lers to the extent of allowing the offi- 
cers of the organization to make terms 
for the men with the officers of the 
railroads by which they were employed. 
This was one of the chief reasons for 
the strike, the men insisting that the 
union shall be fully recognized. The 
railroads won a complete victory on 
this point. The attitude of the roads 
toward the freight handlers' union is 
the same as that maintained toward 
all local organizations of railroad men. 
The freight handlers demanded some- 
thing that no other organization of 
railroad employes of Chicago had ask- 
ed and the managers announced that 
under no circumstances 
would they 


agree to this. 


MEN WEAKENED. 


President Curran of the freight hand- 


lers' union said after the meeting with 
the general managers tonight that he 
practically had been compelled by bis 
own men to accept the terms of the 
roads. "Two-thirds of them would have 
gone to work in the morning anyhow," 
he said, "and It. was simply a ques- 
tion of doing the best possible under 
the circumstances." 
The 
railroads 


agree to take back all the strikers who 
apply for their old position by noon 
tomorrow. 


The settlement of the strike came 


unexpectedly. The meetings during the 
day of various committees with the 
general managers of the railroads did 
not produce much result, neither side 
making any concessions. 


The action of the teamsters was a 


potent factor in settling the strike. 
They took a strong 
issue with the 


freight handlers and Intimated plainly 
that no assistance could be expected 
from them, Inasmuch as the freight 
handlers had struck against the advice 
of the Chicago Federation of Labor.

MITCHELL HAS CONFIDENCE 


The Mine Workers' President Feels 


Certain that tha Strikers Will 


Be Victorious, 


HE CRITICISES THE 
ALLIANCE. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 9.—In an ad- 


dress today before four hundred dele- 
gates of District No. 1, in convention 
at Nanticoke, President 
Mitchell of 


the Mine Workers union said he had 
never participated in a strike in which 
he was so confident of success. The 
national president 
severely criticised 


the citizens of the alliance organiza- 
tions which had been formed in Scran- 
ton and Wilkesbarre to prosecute per- 
sons who boycott or otherwise intimi- 
date the men still working in the mines 
or their relatives. President Mitchell 
was enthusiastically received in Nanti- 
coke. He went there for the sole pur- 
pose of addressing the men and re- 
turned to headquarters here 
imme- 


dlatly after concluding his remarks. 
He took no part in the proceedings of 
the convention. 


Portland, Ore., July 9—At the con-> 


vention of the National Association 
of Dairy Food Commissioners today, 
President A. H. Jones, of Illinois, read 
the annual statement. 
The principal 
object of the association is to secure 
the passage of pure food laws, and 
have all foods labeled. 


Hayes Lowe, who is in the city 


spending the summer with relatives, 
put In a good many years of his life 
as a fireman on steamships, and he 
has also sailed before the mast, hav- 
ing formed a liking for the seas when 
n. boy and never having been able to 
content himself with anything else. 
No man can follow the seas without 
having adventures and Lowe has had 
his share. Qne of his most thrilling 
experiences was in the wreck of the 
Veneva Miles, a three masted schooner 
rigged vessel of 600 hundred tons bur- 


den. 
He shipped on her at Baltimore 


Cor Liverpool, against his own Judg- 
ment but to satisfy an old mate who 
had joined the crew. Lowe much pre- 
ferred the work of firing steamers and 
he afterwards regretted that he had 
not stuck to his inclination. Speaking 
about the voyage, he says: 


"The Veneva Miles was about as 


uninviting an old hulk as a man ever 
looked on, but none of us ever sup- 
posed she was anything but 
sound. 


There was a, crew of sixteen men, the 
captain and three mates. We got out 
of Baltimore one evening at 6 o'clock. 
A tug towed us down to Cape Charles 
and there left us to shift for ourselves. 
The ship was pointed out to sea, and 
that any one of us ever got back alive 
is a thing that I have wondered about 
a good many times. The weather was 
beautiful and there was every prom- 
ise of its continuing so. It lasted for 
about eight days and then it began to 
get a little squally, increasing in se- 
verity all the time and keeping the 
crew busy looking after the sails. We 
had four days of this kind of weather. 
For a time the wind would blow almost 
a hurricane and then it would almost 
die out. With this squally 
weather 


came the rain which made it impossi- 
ble to see 000 feet, ahead. This is the 
kind of weather that, the sailors hate, 
"owing to the uncertainty of what the 
next "few minutes may bring forth. 


It was about this time that pur real 


trouble began. The carpenter sounded 
the ship and found four feet of water 
in the hold, and that the main mast 
had been sprung. The watch on deck 
at the time was at once ordered to the 
pumps and to take in canvass, and 
every ma.n silently cussed his luck for 
having shipped on that class of a vea- 
sel. There was h,b.t a,,.man.who did not 
believe then and, there that the old ship 
would founder but he did not voice the 
sentiment for while the others thought 
just as he did, they would have called 
a man a coward- who would have ex- 
pressed fear aloud. 


Lufcklly at this time the wind sub- 


sided and the crew was ordered to re- 
move a part of the cargo from the 
hold which they did with a good deal 
of silent and sullen -muttering. When 
the cargo was out it was found- that 
three of four ribs of the vessel had 
been torn loose from the keel at the 
butt of the main mast. The situation 
was serious. The best that the carpen- 
ter could do was to brace the ribs, and 
we all knew then that another period 
of rough weather meant untold dan- 
gers to us. In spite of the repairs the 
leak continued and two pumps were 
kept going all the time in order that 
the water in the hold should not .gain 
too much headway. We kept this sort 
of thing up for ten clays when another 
storm broke upon us and it was the 
worst, we had encountered. The wind 
was blowing from the northeast and 
when you get that kind of wind in the 
southern Atlantic you may be assured 
that you have trouble on your hands. 
We took in all sails except just enough 
to hold the ship into the wind. We 
were short handed under the condition. 
There were not enough men to handle 
the ship and man the pumps which 
had to be kept 
going all the time. 


The strain was something terrible and 
the men began to complain. They fig- 
ured sooner or later they would have 
to take to the boats and they asked 
why not then as well as to wait until 
later. 


The captain had a different view of 


the matter, however. He ordered part 
of us to shift the cargo again and 
the rest to work the pumps and In 
this way we worried through a day and 
a night. 


The storm was now blowing a hur- 


cane and the water was gaining on the 
pumps. The course of the vessel was 
changed so that we ran before the 
wind but if this did any good we fail- 
ed to notice it. We had to stick to the 
same exhausting work at the pumps. 
While all these things were happening 
the life boafs were being equipped with 
water and provisions to be ready in 
case of necessity, and it was ndt long 
now until that necessity arose. 


We had six days of this and then 


the water gained. on us so fast that 
our efforts were useless. The men were 
in a state of collapse and as the storm 
had increased In severity the waves 
were running mountain high and it 
was a. question whether we could ever 
launch the life boats when called on. 
When the time came, however, we got 
away all right, one half of the crew 
with the first mate In one boat and the 
other half with the captain in the 
other. By the time our boat left the 
vessel's side the first one was out of 
sight and we never saw it again, al- 
though we afterward learned that the 
men were saved. We drifted for six 
or seven days before being picked up 
and( then we were brought back on a 
steamer. For the greater part of the 
time we were in the boats we did not

Both elec- 
tric light plants and water works have 
been closed and the city Is in dark- 
ness. No trains are running. 


A conservative estimate places the 


losses from floods In Nebraska at over 
a million. 


DAMAGE IN BOTTOM LANDS. 
Sioux City, Iowa, July 9.—Damage 


to the extent of many thousands of 
dollars has been done in the bottom 
lands southeast of Sioux City by the 
floods. The rain ceased falling at noon 
and the worst is believed to be over.

The Intro- 
duction proceeds in this tone until U 
comes to the question of the recall of 
friars. It then says the Vatican can 
not accept the proposition to recall tha 
friars within a fixed period. 


Such a recall not being justified by 
reasons of force majeure, It would he 
contrary to the rights guaranteed by 
the treaty of Paris, and would put the 
Holy See In conflict with Spain.

aaks: "If the United States cannot or- 
der the withdrawal of the friars, how 
can the pope do so, especially when 
it has been proved all accusation* 
made against them are partly false, 
and partly exaggerated and partly In- 
exact."
